requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or woricing points from which to base
the location of their assignments, they shall apply to the City Engineering Department not lees

than three (3) days bvefore such information is required, The Texas Public Service Company
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is further put upon notios that they will de required to bYear the expense of repairs or replacement
of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in this resolution,

AND THAT whenever pavement ias cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be used at intervals
during the course of dbackfilling of the ditches,
